Undoubtedly it was the duty of the Federal Government 
a few years ago to step in and supply the funds for relief costs for 
the very simple reason that municipalities could not meet the bur- 
den themselves. But unless relief becomes unnecessary on a 
dominion wide scale, the responsibility of the municipality ought 
to revert. 

Quite clearly, and there has been ample evidence of it 
in the past few years, once the bars are left down and the burden 
of relief costs pass to Ottawa permanently, it will be proper, pop- 
ular and good politics to demand and get as much money to be 
spent locally for this purpose as possible. — It is easy to make a 
good fellow of one’s self, with money that one has no responsi- 
bility of raising. But if Mayors, Réeves, Councillors and some 
Provincial Premiers we could name, have none of that responsi- 
bility, their main objective in life will be to get as much as possi- 
ble, and to howl loudly and complain bitterly if they do not get 
enough to surfiet their own particular communities: with relief 
money.

DOMINIONS AS GREAT POWERS 


THE DOMINIONS are destined to assume the position of major 
powers with populations more nearly proportionate to their ter- 
ritorjal size. , But such an expansion in the far parts of the 
British Empire cannot occur so long as the Dominions depend 
mainly on pastoral and agricultural industries. They must 
also develop great manufacturing industries of their own.. A 
member of the British Government, who was till recently Secre- 
tary of State for the Dominions, Mr, Malcolm MacDonald, is 
well aware of this, He sees the Dominions as major powers 
taking their part alongside Britain in the affairs of the world, 
Recently he made a speech to the Manchester Cham- 
ber of Commerce in. which he said it was inevitable and. de- 
sirable that there should be growing industrial as well as agri- 
cultural activity in the Dominions; and he pointed out that the 
past increase of wealth and consuming power that would 


ollow should, with co-operation, be to the advantage of the. 


home country as well as the Dominions. _ British industrialists 
should expect. and encourage industrial. development overseas 
and COncentrate on exporting thos rticles which Britain 

most advantageously make, leaving the Dominions to make the
